The  doubling  and  tripling  of  rents  of  long 
established  businesses  is  a  pressing  threat  to 
the  quality  of  life  in  North  Beach. 

Malvina’s  Cafe  on  Union  Street  has  had  its 
rent  tripled  and  will  have  to  move. 

Gloria  Sausage  Factory  &  Deli  (635  Vallejo), 
begun  in  1920,  moved  this  January  because 
the  rent  had  gone  up  over  200%. 

Cuneo  Italian  American  Bakery,  has  been 
hit  with  a  300%  increase  and,  consequently, 
will  have  to  move  from  their  Green  Street 
location. 

The  residents  of  Telegraph  Hill  must  help  the 
merchants  find  a  solution  to  this  threat  to 
their  survival.  No  small  business  can  absorb 
a  200  to  300%  rent  increase  in  one  year,  ex¬ 
cept  perhaps  a  franchise. 

It  is  North  Beach’s  unique  quality  that  draws 
people  here  to  visit  and  live.  Many  of  us 
moved  here  for  that  very  reason,  and  we  now 
must  help  in  the  fight  to  preserve  the  North 
Beach  we  know  and  love. 

Since  January,  North  Beach  Neighbors, 
Grant  Avenue  Merchants,  Russian  Hill 
Neighbors  and  THD  have  spent  many  hours 
talking  and  meeting  with  North  Beach  mer¬ 
chants,  landlords  and  city  politicians  on  this 
issue.  If  you  feel  strongly  about  this  issue, 
please  contact  me  and  help  us  fight.

Garden  Fund  Raiser 

The  most  recent  effort  to  fund  the  buyout  of 
221  Filbert  (the  endangered  property  and 
cottage  in  the  heart  of  the  Grace  Marchant 
Garden)  took  place  Sunday,  February  27  at 
the  Washington  Square  Bar  &  Grill.  Orga¬ 
nized  by  Larry  Habegger,  a  $100  per  person 
Garden  Party,  featuring  wine  from  Smothers 
Winery,  attracted  more  than  100  people,  in¬ 
cluding  the  Mayor  and  Supervisor  Renne. 


Grace  Marchant  spent  thirty  years  creating 
and  caring  for  the  garden  on  the  east  side  of 
Telegraph  Hill.  Since  her  death  in  1982, 
Gary  Krayhas  continued  her  legacy. 

In  1981,  Dixon  Kelly  bought  the  property  at 
221  Filbert.  In  December  of  1982,  plans  sur¬ 
faced  to  demolish  the  existing  cottage  and 
build  a  structure  five  times  the  size.  Unsuc¬ 
cessful  at  stopping  the  building  and  demoli¬ 
tion  permit,  a  neighborhood  group  decided  to 
proceed  with  a  buyout.  Approximately 
$20,000  was  raised  the  first  month,  and  a 
preliminary  purchase  agreement  was  pro¬ 
duced.  In  January,  legal  documents  were 
signed,  requiring  $160,000  cash  in  partial  ful- 
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fillment  of  the  $320,000  sales  price.  The  op¬ 
tion  to  buy  expires  on  March  10, 1986.  At  this 
writing,  $120,000  has  been  collected  from 
contributions  and  fund-raising  events  spon¬ 
sored  by  the  Friends  of  the  Garden. 

Lawyer  Lee  Gotshall-Maxon  donated  legal 
services  to  the  Friends.  A  privately  endowed 
national  land  conservation  entity,  the  Trust 
for  Public  Land,  structured  the  real  estate 
transactions. 

The  concluding  transaction  involves  the  re¬ 
sale  of  the  221  Filbert  property  (listed  at 
$189,000  with  Alan  Koehler  of  Merrill  Lynch 
Realty).  The  deed  has  been  restricted,  so  that 


only  improvements  to  the  existing  cottage 
may  be  made  with  no  demolition  of  the  struc¬ 
ture.  Additionally,  deed  restrictions  call  for 
preservation  of  the  gardens. 

A  future  fund-raising  event  in  early  March 
will  be  the  opening  of  the  Palace  Theatre  in 
North  Beach  with  proceeds  going  to  the 
Friends  of  the  Garden. 

To  prevent  future  development  in  the  Garden 
a  community  action  group  is  creating  a  his¬ 
toric  district  in  the  area  roughly  bounded  by 
Union,  Sansome,  Greenwich  and  Montgom¬ 
ery.  The  target  date  for  historic  district  desig¬ 
nation  is  the  end  of  1986.

The  Kearny  Street  Steps  Project 

Efforts  by  the  Telegraph  Hill  Dwellers  to  im¬ 
prove  the  appearance  of  the  Kearny  Street 
Steps  go  back  to  the  sixties.  Over  the  years  it 
had  been  difficult  to  get  all  the  neighbors  and 
City  departments  to  agree.  Delay  ate  away  at 
money  set  aside  by  Park  &  Recreation  for  the 
project.  But  still  Jerry  Lubenow  and  others  in 
the  Dwellers  wanted  to  get  something 
started. 

That’s  when  Jerry  Hurtado  happened  on  the 
scene.  Jerry  is  a  member  of  THD  and  a  resi¬ 
dent  on  the  steps  and  took  an  interest  in  the 
project.  Jerry  volunteered  to  inform  his 
neighbors  and  get  them  together  for  a  series 
of  meetings  in  which  the  project  was  ex¬ 
plained  and  suggestions  for  modification 
were  accepted  by  Roger  Boyer,  project 
architect.  Nancy  McCabe,  THD  Parks  and 
Trees;  Marsha  Garland,  Police  Community 
Relations;  Captain  Laurence  Gray,  Com¬ 
mander  of  Centra  State,  Timothy  Lilliquist 
of  Parks  and  Rec.  and  Howard  Lim  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  attended,  lis¬ 
tened  to  neighbors’  concerns  and  made  re¬ 
commendations  which  were  ultimately 
adopted  into  the  plan. 

Initially  feelings  were  mixed,  but  everybody 
could  agree  that  something  needed  to  be 
done.  The  focus  of  the  group  was  at  the  top  of 
the  steps.  The  neighbors  felt  that  if  some¬ 
thing  could  be  done  to  improve  that  area,  the 
rest  would  fall  into  place. 

So,  what’s  next?  The  plan  will  have  to  go 
through  Park  &  rec.,  DPW  and  the  Art  Com¬ 
mission.  This  process  will  start  in  March  and 
could  take  up  to  three  months  at  which  time 
construction  may  start. 
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The  Semaphore  salutes  these  neighbors  for 
volunteering  their  time  to  help  improve  the 
Kearny  Street  Steps.

Herb  Kosovitz 


Herb  Kosovitz  joined  THD  in  1972,  served  on 
the  Board  of  Directors  between  1977-80  and 
1981-84,  and  was  Vice  President  in  1980.  In 
these  capacities,  as  well  as  membership  in 
various  committees,  he  worked  with  others 
on  North  beach  rezoning,  to  institute  prefer¬ 
ential  parking,  to  establish  the  Jack  Early 
Park,  and  to  help  control  what  was  built  at 
Pier  39. 

His  parents  emigrated  from  Russia  in  the 
early  part  of  this  century,  settling  in  Kansas 
City,  Missouri,  where  Herb  was  born  in  1928. 
After  high  school,  he  joined  the  Army,  serv¬ 
ing  as  a  sergeant  in  Korea  from  1946-1947. 
He  attended  the  Art  Institute  of  Kansas  City 
for  a  year,  and  then  switched  to  Kansas  City 
University  where  he  earned  his  BA  in  Liber¬ 
al  Arts,  majoring  in  English  Literature.  Still 
unsure  of  what  to  do  with  his  degree  after 
studying  commercial  art  for  six  months  at 
the  Ecole  Paul  Colin  in  Paris,  Herb  toured 
Italy,  Spain  and  France  for  half  a  year. 

He  moved  to  San  Francisco  in  1956,  after 
earning  a  degree  in  architecture  at  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  California  (Berkeley).  After  a  three 
year  apprenticeship,  including  a  year  in  New 
York  City,  Herb  formed  a  partnership  with  a 
colleague  which  lasted  for  six  years.  Since 
1967,  Herb  has  had  his  own  office  as  a  resi¬ 
dential  architect.  Influenced  by  what  he  saw 
in  Europe — a  respectful  tradition  for  pre¬ 
serving  and  utilizing  older  buildings  for  new 


uses — Herb,  somewhat  ahead  of  the  times, 
specialized  in  remodelling  because  “I  liked 
that  much  better  than  what  was  then  popu¬ 
lar,  a  mindless  tearing  down  of  anything  old 
simply  because  it  was  old.” 

Herb  has,  however,  designed  and  overseen 
construction  of  a  number  of  country  houses, 
including  one  on  top  of  Sonoma  Mountain. 
Herb  also  built  his  own  house  on  the  north 
side  of  Telegraph  Hill,  utilizing  an  existing 
two-car  garage.  Prior  to  that  he  built  a  house 
on  a  15-foot-wide  lot  located  on  Pacific  near 
Larkin.  Both  that  house  and  his  current 
home  are  fine  examples  of  what  can  be  done 
with  unpainted  wood,  lots  of  natural  light 
and  space  which  create  warmth  and  unified 
living  areas. 

Diffident  when  talking  about  his  work,  Herb 
acknowledged  that  he  has  also  remodeled 
several  art  spaces,  a  chapel,  a  church  and 
over  the  years  his  own  home  four  times, 
changing,  for  instance,  what  was  a  sun  porch 
into  a  sitting  area  overlooking  Chestnut 
Street.  “I  get  restless,”  he  said,  while  I  silent¬ 
ly  noted  the  flexibility  of  what  he  does  as  an 
architect. 

A  lover  of  nature,  which  in  the  city  means 
parks  and  trees,  Herb  joined  THD  to  help  stop 
the  planned  commercial  garage  under  Wash¬ 
ington  Square.  Although  Herb  is  “pessimis¬ 
tic  about  what’s  happening  to  our  neighbor¬ 
hoods,”  he  “believes  that  organizations  like 
THD  and  North  Beach  Neighbors  are  the 
best  way  to  preserve  what  we  have.”  Putting 
that  belief  into  action,  Herb  is  again  on 
THD’s  Board  of  Directors.  Asked  about  rent 
controls,  Herb  quietly  answered,  “No  com¬ 
ment.”  For  some  people,  actions  do  speak 
louder  than  words.

North  Beach  Merchants  Meeting 

In  January,  members  of  THD,  Russian  Hill 
Neighbors,  North  Beach  Neighbors,  China¬ 
town  Resource  Center  and  New  North  Beach 
Merchants  Association  (an  informal  coali¬ 
tion)  met  at  the  Italian  Athletic  Club  to  dis¬ 
cuss  the  status  of  commercial  rents  in  North 
Beach  and  to  show  their  concern.

Jane  Winslow  suggested  adoption  of  the  ci¬ 
ty’s  proposed  neighborhood  commercial  re¬ 
zoning  limiting  certain  types  of  businesses  in 
North  Beach,  such  as  banks,  fast  food  places, 
bars  and  restaurants,  thereby  reducing  com¬ 
petition  for  commercial  space, 

THD  member  Paul  Brad  talked  about  efforts 
in  the  north  of  Market  neighborhood  to  save 
small  businesses  and  accepted  suggestions 
from  the  floor.  These  included  commercial 
rent  control,  negotiations  with  individual 
landlords  and  legal  and  technical  help  for 
small  businesses  to  learn  their  rights. 

Franco  Bruno  of  Malvina’s  Cafe  told  about 
the  tripling  of  his  rent  and  that  of  Cuneo 
Bakery.  Businesses  such  as  his  are  what 
make  North  Beach  special  and  now  they  are 
being  displaced. 

Jennie  Sanchez,  on  the  other  hand,  was  able 
to  convince  Sts.  Peter  and  Paul  church  not  to 
increase  their  rent.  Her  mother  had  started 
Mama’s  restaurant  over  fifteen  years  ago  at 
the  corner  of  Stockton  and  Filbert  and  never 
had  a  lease.  It  was  acknowledged  that  not 
everyone  had  as  charitable  an  organization 
as  the  church  for  a  landlord. 

Peter  Macchiarini  was  evicted  and  had  no 
place  to  go  until  the  Chinese  Community 
Housing  Corporation,  a  non-profit  organiza¬ 
tion  which  runs  the  Tower  Hotel  on  Grant 
Ave.,  rented  him  space  for  his  jewelry  store. 
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In  Chuck  Mills’  informal  survey  of  vacancies 
in  North  Beach,  he  found  25  vacant  or  under 
utilized  storefronts;  six  of  which  have  been 
vacant  for  more  than  six  months.  (Further 
research  by  Jim  Stevens  of  North  Beach 
Neighbors  showed  there  were  even  more — 36 
empty  storefronts!) 

The  glaring  question  evident  at  every  corner 
is:  if  North  Beach  storefronts  are  so  valuable 
that  the  landlords  need  to  demand  exorbitant 
rents,  then  why  are  so  many  still  vacant? 

These  issues  were  not  resolved  during  this 
session,  but  many  ideas  emerged  to  present 
at  the  public  hearing  on  February  11. 


More  on  North  Beach  Businesses 

At  the  February  11th  hearing  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  Planning,  Housing  and  Develop¬ 
ment  Committee  over  150  people  were  pre¬ 
sent.  Many  of  them  voiced  their  concerns 
about  the  disappearance  of  unique 
businesses  in  North  Beach.  The  supervisors 
suggested  several  possible  solutions,  none  of 
which  got  the  support  of  a  majority  of  the 
board.  They  were  referred  to  the  City  Attor¬ 
ney  for  further  study.  Board  suggestions  in¬ 
cluded:  a  historic  district,  a  design  review 
and  use  review  board,  Nancy’s  Walker’s  idea 
of  a  35%  ceiling  on  rent  increases  for  a  six 
month  period  retroactive  to  the  end  of  De¬ 
cember  to  study  the  problem,  Carol  Ruth  Sil¬ 
ver’s  suggestion  that  the  Mayor’s  of  office  set 
up  a  tenant  mediation  department. 

A  rent  hot  line  has  been  set  up.  The  number  is 
available  through  the  Mayor’s  office.  Mean¬ 
while  the  coalition  is  polling  each  supervisor 
to  determine  which  ideas  they  feel  might  be 
more  viable.
